lo*.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  196^. 

A study  of  the  statistics  section  shows  that  the 
number  of  births  fell  from  43  in  19^3  to  35  in  1964,  this 
latter  representing  a standardised  Live  Birth  Rate  of  l6,7 
which  is  a little  below  that  for  England  and  Y/ales  (I8.4). 

The  number  of  deaths  also  declined  last  year  falling 
from  93  in  1963  to  69  in  1964.  The  standardised  Death 
Rate  of  8,8  in  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  7/ales, 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  57.0,  although  appearing 
high  compared  with  the  national  figure,  actually  is 
represented  by  two  infants  who  suffered  from  congenital 
malformations  and  died  within  the  first  Y;eek  of  life. 

1964  is  noteworthy  for  the  low  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases  and  in  fact  only  3 cases  occurred, 

1 scarlet  fever  and  2 pneumonia. 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the  enviromental  health 
of  the  District  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  I would  again  like  to  thank  all  members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  for  their  continued  interest  and 
co-operation  which  they  have  extended  to  me  during  the 
year.

Sewage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  betv,een  one  hour 
after  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low  'water,  the  sev/er  outfall  valve 
being  operated  electrically  and  no  problems  or  difficulties  were  ex- 
perienced throughout  the  year, 

• IL^'llSE  REEUSE. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  all  premises  within 
the  area  and  additional  collections  are  made  from  c ertain  trade  premises, 
for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip  at  South  Earm  Road, 
and  this  has  been  well  maintained  throu^out  the  year,  it  b eing 
fortunate  that  adequate  covering  material  was  available  from  various 
sources. 


16.  HOHSJCE:. 

During  the  year  24  ne'.i  houses  have  been  erected  by  private 
enterprise  within  ilie  district,  3 Council  houses  constructed  for 
sale  to  private  p:.r3ons  were  completed  during  this  year  and  the 
rerjaining  27  houses  at  Shortwood  Close  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
construction  at  tlie  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  10  Council  houses  were  completed  and  the  Council 
noT.-  own  a total  of  256  houses  . A total  of  303  defects  were  dealt 
with  direct  labour  during  the  year.
